The convention of Southern republi- 
cans of the southern states, including 
Virginia, West Virginia, Maryland, Del- 
aware, North and South Carolina, Geor- 
gia, Alabama, Florida, Mississippi, Lou- 
siana, Texas, Arkansas, Tennessee, Mis- 
souri and Kentucky, which has been 
called to meet at Atlanta, Ga., on the 
12th of October, not only has the unqual- 
ified approval of the president and mein- 
bers of the cabinet, asa movement calcu- 
lated to do more to conserve the peace 
than any other yet inauzurated, but has 
also the indorsement of the republican 
congressional committee, as well as that 
of prominent northern conservatives, who 
are most anxious that the political effect 
of exaggerated outrages may be stilled 
at once and the action of the agitators on 
both sides be understood in its true light, 
In this convention it is understeod there 
will not be a single federal oflice-holder, 
the object being to have a fair and truth- 
ful representation of the political and 
financial condition of the southern states, 
and the reforms. necessary to make the 
work of reconstruction complete and 
satisfactory to the entire people of the 
south and the nation. Hence it is deter- 
mined that the delegates to this conven- 
tion shall not be mere politicians, but 
such men as are entitled to respect and 
confidence by reason of their loyalty 
during the rebellion, and unbiased now 
by either federal appointments or regard 
for federal patronage. The time when 
the convention is Cailed is so near at hand 
that the duty of naming the delegates has. 
been ceptrusted to the state central com- 
inittees or their chairmen, Texas leads off 
with a delegation of fifteen, the majority 
of whom have @ national reputation, not 
only for loyalty during the war but for a 
conspicuous part in the political history 
of the nation prior tothe rebellion. These 
appointments have been made by Bowles 
Baker, the chairman of the ‘Texas repub- 
lican executive committee, and will be 
followed by equally good appointments 
from Louisiana, Alabama and the other 
southern states. This much assured, the 
democratic politicians are somewhat per- 
plexed as to how they willact. If the 
Atlanta convention, composed, as it is 
hoped it will be, of men commanding the 
respect of all classes of citizens in the 
southern states, declares that the only 
object to be aitained is the prosperity ot 
the south, and once more reuder its Citi- 
zens harmonious and happy, _ it 
is believed this will — eliminate 
the unreliable and unidentified 
element who have been the agitators on 
one side while the advocates of ‘“‘the lost 
cause” have matched them on the other.

Where were they? A search of the 
country far and wide failed to develop 
any dead negroes, and it soon began to be 
whispered about by radicals that the ten 
had escaped. They had, when the shoot- 
ing began, aecording to the thin story 
circulated, rushed over a bluff, and bound 
as they were, had gotten away from 
eighty-six armedi men. The citizens saw 
plainty throuzh it all now. The radicals 
and negroes, to counteract the effect of 
the diseovery of their plot and the lenien- 
cy of the whites—the very five men 
whom they had intended to kill first form- 
ing part of their safety escort from court 
to jgil—trad taken the negroes out, 
shot those who had betrayed them 
and from whom they feared fur- 
ther revelations, and released the others.
